The Influx of Hold. 


The Notion (New York) in its week- 


ly financial leview, says: "Since the 
last issue about $2,500,000 in gold has 
arrived from Europe, and between $3,- 
000,000 and $4,000,000 ia on the way 
here. Although what is called the for- 
eign trade, as made up from the cus- 
tom house records, is not as favorable 
for the United States as a year ago, yet 
the actual balance is probably nearly 
so on account of the large shipment to 
Europe of American railroad securities, 
a demand for which has arisen because 
of the enormous earnings of the roads. 
Aa there is no official record of the ex- 
ports and imports of securities, esti- 
mates as to the amount of gold which 
will be imported daring the remainder 
of the year vary, the lowest being $15,- 
000,000 and the highest $50,000,000. 
The principal part of the reserves of 
the New York banks consists of specie, 
the legal tender part having fallen so

A feature of the ratification meeting

Rev. Buck took for his text "The Para- 


lie of the Talents," and spoke for one 
lour, paying a high and deserved tribute 
to the life and good works of the deceai- 
ed, who had been a member of the Meth- 
odist church for 30 years. Mr. Allen was 
always deeply interested in Christian work, 
and contributed liberally at all times to 
the support and spread of the gospel; but 
while he gave cheerfully he did it quietly 
and unostentatiously, always in the spirit 
of a true Christian, "laying up treasures 
in heaven." Always of a retiring disposi- 
tion, he lived an exemplary Christian life, 
and was a representative of a good and 
true man—true to bis Master, himself, 
and hit fellowmen. At the close of the 
service the pall-bearers, J. N. Hoyt, J. J. 
Batchelder, James Eyman, J. G. Willard, 
D. Masters and J. T. Clough bore the 
casket to tbe waiting hearne, and the 
remains were deposited in the grave in 
Harristown cemetery, there being the 
usual Methodist burial read, aa hosts of 
sympathizing friends stood about in the 
quiet of the evening.
